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REMARKS 


In the Advisory Action, the Examiner indicates that Harder (believed to be U.S. 
6,432,529) teaches at col. 7, lines 1-20 that the tape should preferably comprise no 
volatile residues. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to review the entire context of the 
example that is discussed at col. 7, lines 1-20, More specifically, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to read the language at col. 6, lines 25-28 and 51-56. From 
this language, the Examiner will see that the "residues" referred to at col. 7, lines 1- 
20, are residues of adhesh/e, which are left behind on a substrate when the adhesive 
tape is removed from a substrate to which rt has been bonded. 

This is not a measure of volatile content, it is a measure of e.g. cohesiveness. 

Reconsideration and favorable action are again respectfully requested.
